Madison, Wia., Nov. 14. — It is irelieved 
by many that if the legality of the recent 
atnte election 
whs questioned in court 
the entire proceedings would txi set down 
as unconstitutiorual, and therefore void. 
The CU op'-r law has one c l a u s e which is 
b'dieved especially to violate the con.stitu- 
I on of tiie stare. 
It is section -G, which 
reads as follow-: 
In 4 « se ut Physlral Dbiibillty. 
“ Any voter who declare- under oath to 
the pre-iding oflicer of election that, by 
reason <»f physical disability tie is unable 
to mark his ballot, shall, upon request 
h ivc the i-Hi!stance of one or two of the 
elect on officers in the marking thereof« 
and such olficer or officer* shall 
there 
after give no information regardirm the 
same. 
The {» residing officer of election is 
hereby qualified to administer such oath, 
and any elector who.swears falsely a* to 
such disability shall he deemed g uilty of 
perjury. ” 
Where fI»*- Shoe Pinches

man won id hr entitled to assistance in 
marking his ballot unless lie was blind or 
crippled.
